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GILSUM  TOWN  MEETING      MARCH  14,1995 

(Please  note  that  this  year's  meeting  had  to  be  moved  from  the 
Town  Hall  to  the  Gilsum  Congregational  Church  due  to  a 
malfunction  of  the  hall's  furnace) 

Moderator,  Ernest  Peter,  opened  the  meeting  at  7:40pm  with  a 
moment  of  silent  prayer.  Kenneth  Dooley  then  led  us  in  a  Pledge 
of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

Mr.  Peter  sited  that  the  town  has  387  registered  voters  of  an 
estimated  750  people  with  95  voting  today  for  the  town's 
elections. 

The  results  of  the  elections  are  as  follows:

Budget  Committee  for  three  years:  Nancy  Petrillo  received  77 

votes  and  Dawn  Symonds  received  83  votes 

Budget  Committee  for  one  year:  John  Calhoun  received  7  write-in 

votes 

Library  Trustee  for  three  years:  Joanna  Batchelder  received  82 

votes,  Edith  Hasbrouck  received  85  votes,  Merrylin  Johnson 

received  86  votes 

Library  Trustee  for  two  years:  LeRoy  Lincoln  received  90  votes 

Cemetery  Trustee  for  three  years:  Thomas  Ballou  received  88  votes

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  one  year. 
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Town  Meeting  March  14,  1995 

Article  1.  "Shall  we  adopt  optional  adjusted  elderly  exemptions 
from  property  tax?  The  optional  exemptions,  based  on  assessed 
value,  for  qualified  taxpayers  shall  be  as  follows:  for  a  person 
65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $15,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of 
age  up  to  80  years,  $20,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or 
older,  $25,000.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New 
Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate 
individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his 
spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In 
addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  less  than 
$12,000or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than 
$14,000;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess  of  $40,000  excluding 
the  value  of  the  person's  residence." 

Article  1  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Charles  Johnson  and  seconded 
by  John  Calhoun. 

There  being  no  discussion,  Article  1  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of 
hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  confirm  the 
organization  of  the  Gilsum  Fire  Department  as  a  MUNICIPAL  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT  (as  per  RSA  154).  The  Fire  Chief  shall  be  recommended 
by  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  to  the  local  governing  body 
for  appointment  to  a  three-year  term.  Firefighters  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Fire  Chief,  upon  approval  by  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

Article  2  was  moved  by  Judy  Peter  and  seconded  by  George  Navish. 
Selectman,  William  Hasbrouck,  explained  that  the  state  requires 
that  we  define  what  type  of  department  we  operate,  ie:  Municipal 
Department  or  Private.  We  have  been  operating  as  a  Municipal 
Department.  No,  the  Fire  Department  will  not  in  the  future  be 
coming  to  the  budget  committee  for  salaries  and  retirement  as  a 
result  of  this  determination.  Who  are  the  "Fire  Department"?  Five 
members  stood  who  were  present  and  additional  16  were  mentioned. 
There  is  a  total  of  21  in  all. 

Article  2  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved 
unanimously. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

the  sum  of  $1,000  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve 

Fund. 

Article  3  was  moved  by  Michael  Klein  and  seconded  by  Fred  Hughes. 

Article  3  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved 

unanimously. 
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Town  Meeting  March  14,  1995 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  appropriate 
the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  to  purchase  a  used 
Fire  Truck  and  authorize  the  withdrawl  of  forty  thousand  dollars 
($40,000)  from  the  Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for 
that  purpose. *( see  amendment  in  discussion  notes)  The  selectmen 
and  the  budget  committee  recommend  this  appropriation.  (Majority 
vote  required). 

Article  4  was  moved  by  Steve  Ackerman  and  Tom  Mercer  seconded. 
Selectman,  William  Hasbrouck,  clarified  that  the  article  is  only 
dealing  with  $40,000.  The  article  is  not  about  two  separate 
amounts  of  $40,000  each.  Fire  Chief,  George  Navish,  responded  to 
budget  committee  member  John  Calhoun's  question  stating  that  the 
$40,000  for  a  truck  would  be  a  joke  and  that  we  would  have  to  tow 
it  home.  John  Calhoun  pointed  out  that  none  of  fire  department 
members  were  present  at  the  budget  committee  meeting  and  they 
were  not  clear  what  the  department  wanted.  Jim  Young  proposed  an 
amendment  adding  an  additional  $80,000  to  the  $40,000  of  the 
article.  William  Hasbrouck  pointed  out  that  the  state  will  only 
allow  an  additional  10%  to  be  added  to  the  budget  which,  in  this 
case,  would  equal  about  $32,000.  If  we  vote  to  increase  the 
budget  we  would  have  to  cut  heavily  in  other  areas .  He  went  on  to 
site  other  towns  that  have  purchased  nice  pieces  of  equipment  for 
reasonable  sums  of  money.  That  a  new  truck  would  be  a  difficult 
burden  to  the  town.  Chief  Navish  said  that  the  department  would 
reinstate  the  $40,000  in  the  reserve  fund  should  we  approve  the 
article.  The  amendment  pending  was  withdrawn  by  Jim  Young.  Steve 
Ackerman  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Article  stating  *  that 
none  of  the  $40,000  be  spent  without  the  approval  of  the  Fire 
Department  with  Jim  Young  seconding  the  proposal. 
The  amendment  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hand  and  approved 
unanimously. 

Article  4  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  by  the 
majority  with  12  disapprovals. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

the  sum  of  $10,000  to  be  placed  in  the  Community  Center  Capital 

Reserve  Fund. 

The  article  was  moved  by  Paul  Fleischmann  and  seconded  by  Dawn 

Symonds . 

The  sum  has  increased  from  prior  years  by  $9,000.  Jim  Young 

points  out  that  there  will  be  some  expense  in  dismantling  the  old 

Town  Hall. 

There  being  no  further  discussion.  Article  5  was  voted  on  by  a 

show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 
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Town  Meeting  March  14,1995 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

the  sum  of  $2,000  to  be  placed  in  the  expendable  Trust  Fund  used 

as  a  Health  Insurance/Retirement  Program  for  full-time  employees. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  act  as  the  Agent  to  expend/administer  this 

program. 

Article  6  was  moved  by  Karen  Bowen  and  seconded  by  Fred  Hughes. 

Lois  Hastings  asked  who  our  full-time  employees  were  with 

Selectman,  Kenneth  Dooley  responding  that  the  Road  Agent,  George 

Gilman  and  assistant  Ronald  Reed  were  the  only  ones. 

Article  6  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  by  the 

majority  with  1  disapproval. 

The  meeting  adjourned  for  10  minutes  with  goodies  for  sale 
benefiting  the  PTC. 

Note:  For  the  previous  10  years  we  have  approached  the  budget 
article  line  item  by  line  item.  This  year  Moderator  Peter 
suggested  that  we  proceed  in  a  different  manner  discussing  only 
those  items  that  are  raised  by  the  voters.  The  voters  clearly 
opted  for  this  abbreviated  version. 

Article  7.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  to 
raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  expenses;  and  to  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 
Article  7  was  moved  by  Bill  Whyte  and  seconded  by  Dawn  Symonds . 
Those  items  that  came  up  for  discussion  are  as  follows: 
$15,000  for  Highway  Improvements  on  Vessel  Rock  Road. 
$31,000  for  Highway  Truck  is  to  be  a  1-ton  with  plow.  The  old  1- 
ton  is  rotting  from  rust  and  the  maintenance  is  excessive. 
$11,000  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  includes  $1,000  for  the  Fire 
Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  $10,000  is  for  the  Community 
Center  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  Article  7  was  voted  on  as 
$322,899  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  by  the  majority  with  1 
disapproval .

Edith  Hasbrouck  gave  thanks  to  the  Gilsum  Congregational  Church 

for  their  making  available  the  sanctuary  on  short  notice  and  that 

the  Selectmen  send  remuneration  along  with  a  thank  you. 

Patricia  White-Hughes  thanks  all  for  the  support  to  the  PTC 

through  goodie  sales.

lishments. 

4.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  #3  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Gilsum  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows:  To 
amend  Article  III,  General  Provisions,  by  adding  new  paragraphs  K 
and  L  that  permit  Home  Occcupations  by  right  in  all  districts  and 
Home-Based  Businesses  by  Special  Exceptions,  and  provide  guidelines 
for  their  respective  operations.

2.  General  Retail  Establishments:  Establishments  engaged  in  the 
selling  of  merchandise  for  personal  or  household  consumption, 
including  farm  and  garden  supplies,  clothing,  personal  and 
household  articles,  furniture,  antiques,  florists,  greenhouses 
and  nurseries. 
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3.  Home-Based  Business:  A  use  conducted  by  the  inhabitants  of  a 
dwelling,  which  is  clearly  secondary  and  incidental  to  the 
primary  residential  use  of  the  property;  such  use  shall  in- 
clude but  not  be  limited  to:  professional  offices  such  as 
medical,  accounting,  architectural,  legal,  etc. 

4.  Nursing  Home/Health  Care  Facility:  An  extended  or  intermedi- 
ate care  facility  licensed  or  approved  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  to  provide  full-time  convalescent  or  chronic  care  to 
individuals  who,  by  reason  of  advanced  age,  chronic  illness  or 
infirmity,  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves.

This  will  be  a 
non-lapsing  account  per  RSA  32:3,  VI  and  will  not  lapse  until  the 
truck  is  delivered  or  in  two  years,  whichever  is  less.  The  Select- 
men and  Budget  Committee  recommend  this  appropriation. 
[Two- thirds  ballot  vote  required.] 
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4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2 ,000  to  be  placed  in  the  expendable  Trust  Fund  used  as  a  Health 
Insurance/Retirement  Program  for  full-time  employees.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  act  as  the  Agent  to  expend/administer  this  program. 

5.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  expen- 
ses; and  to  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

during  the  year,  as  permitted  by  RSA  202-A:4-C. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  to  open  new  funds  that  may  arise  during  the  year. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts,  legacies,  and  devises  made  to 
the  Town  for  any  public  purpose,  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey 
any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  collector's  deed.  Such 
conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  following  a  public  auction,  or  the 
property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  or  may  be  otherwise 
disposed  of  as  iustice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80.  The 
Selectmen  are  authorized  to  convey  properties  deeded  to  the  Town  by 
tax  lien  back  to  the  original  owner,  upon  payment  of  all  outstand- 
ing tax  liabilities,  including  interest  at  the  statutory  rate  from 
the  date  of  deeding  to  the  Town  to  the  date  of  full  payment  by  the 
original  owner. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  any 
pieces  of  non-real  estate  property,  either  by  auction  or  private 
sale,  said  property  to  be  advertised  for  three  weeks  prior  to  sale. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  town  meet- 
ing, money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a 
private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year,  in  accord- 
ance with  RSA  31 :95-b. 
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14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  observation  of  Memorial  Day. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  urge  our  representatives  to  the 
General  Court  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  United  States  Congress  to 
pass  laws  reforming  electoral  campaign  financing,  thus  returning 
the  political  process  to  the  will  of  the  people  and  encouraging  the 
participation  of  candidates  with  great  ability  and  limited  means. 
Measures  to  accomplish  this  may  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the 
following: 

1.  Sharp  limitations  on  all  forms  of  contributions  to  candi- 
dates, including  soft  money  contributions  (contributions 
to  political  parties); 

2.  Maximum  spending  limits  per  election  linked  to  geographic 
and  demographic  makeup  of  each  state  and  district,  such 
as  $1.00  per  voter; 

3.  Sharp  limitations  on  all  forms  of  spending  to  influence 
elections,  including  independent  expenditures; 

4.  Sharp  limitations  on  contributions  to  and  spending  by 
political  action  committees;  and 

5.  Remedies,  such  as  free  broadcast  time,  postal  subsidies, 
and  democratic  (public)  financing,  to  balance  inequities 
between  credible  candidates,  incumbent  and  challenger, 
rich  and  poor.  [PETITIONED  RESOLUTION] 

16.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

Librarian's  Report  -  1995 


The  circulation  figure  for  loaned  books  at  the  Gilsum  Library  in  1995  reached  3173.  Of 
this  total,  1444  were  children's  books,  1294  were  adult  books,  357  were  magazines,  74 
were  young  adult  books  and  4  were  videos. 

The  total  registered  library  borrowers  was  288  adults  and  115  children.  That  is  a  total  of 
403  library  card  holders. 

The  library  now  has  over  9300  books  on  its  shelves.  In  addition  to  these  books,  we 
continue  to  rent  current  and  best-seller  books  from  the  McNaughton  Book  Service.  We 
subscribe  to  25  magazines  covering  topics  such  as  crafting  quilting,  decorating,  gardening, 
health,  country  living  sports,  wildlife,  consumer  information,  news  and  current  events. 

In  1995,  we  added  1 75  new  books  to  our  library  ami  also  purchased  a  new  World  Book 
Encyclopedia.  Wc  have  our  computer  up  and  running.  We  will  be  able  to  directly  acess 
the  slate  library's  holdings  for  a  book  search  within  the  next  few  months. 

The  Charles  and  Eleanor  Towns  memorial  cane,  which  goes  to  the  oldest  Gilsum  resident 
was  presented  to  I  Iattic  Bunker  in  June. 

1  "here  was  a  summer  reading  program  entitled  Saddle  Up  a  Good  Book  in  which  1 5 
children  participated.  A  total  of  5771  pages  were  read  in  this  six  week  period.  Winning 
readers  were  Emily  Dick  and  Larissa  Clark. 

The  library  continues  to  serve  as  a  base  for  the  free  blood  pressure  clinic  and  flu  vaccine 
clinic.  1  nis  service  is  provided  by  Home  I  Icallli  Care  and  Community  Services. 

Our  story-time  for  preschoolers  was  held  again  during  the  school  year  with  Judy  Malott  as 
storyteller.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  six  are  encouraged  to  come  and  join 
the  fun  on  Wednesday  mornings  from  10:00  to  10:30. 

Gilsum  village  history  maps,  mine  maps,  Gilsum  postcards,  Gilsum  cookbooks,  NH  mine 
and  mineral  books  and  the  reprint  of  the  "History  of  the  Town  of  Gilsum"  continue  to  be 
offered  for  purchase  at  the  library.  Photocopying  service  is  also  available.

COMMENTS:   We  haulede  eleven  compactor  loads  o-f  trash  in  1995 
compared  to  twelve  loads  in  previous  years.   There  was  a 
signi-ficant  increase  in  materials  recycled,  due  in  part  to  much 
more  glass  and  scrap  metal  being  hauled.   However,  there  were 
also  increases  in  the  amounts  o-f  paper,  plastic,  and  tin.   Paper 
generated  considerable  income  in  1995;  by  June,  prices  were  very 
high  but  declined  sharply  after  that.   Income  -from  recyclables 
was  enough  to  offset  most  o-f  the  cost  o-f  hauling  them.   By 
recycling  we  also  avoided  about  *3250  in  tipping  -fees.

•  Advising  Gilsum  landowners  of  state  regulations  concerning 
land  and  water  use. 

•  Monitoring  and  reporting  violations  of  state  environmental 
regulations  to  the  N.H.  Department  of  Environmental 
Services. 

•  Sponsoring  a  hike  to  the  ledges  at  Bears  Den  State  Forest. 

•  Meeting  with  Jim  Bearce,  State  Forest  Ranger,  to  discuss 
the  feasibility  of  placing  signage,  boardwalks  and  a  gate 
at  Bears  Den  State  Forest.

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Ashuelot  River  Local  Advisory  Committee 

Annual  Report  to  Town  Meeting 

Ashuelot  River  Local  Advisory  Committee  (LAC)  was  convened  in  October  1994  by  the  Commissioner 
NH  Dept.  of  Environmental  Services.  During  this  first  year,  the  LAC  made  progress  toward 
understanding  the  issues  that  make  the  Ashuelot  such  a  valuable  asset  for  the  region  and  towns  through 
which  it  flows.  The  Ashuelot  is  protected  for  64  miles  from  its  origin  at  Butterfield  Pond  in  Washington 
to  its  confluence  with  the  Connecticut  River  in  Hinsdale. 

The  Ashuelot  was  designated  to  the  NH  Rivers  Management  and  Protection  Program  by  the  legislature  in 
1993  (RSA  483),  following  nomination  by  local  communities.  The  program  establishes  management  and 
protection  for  rivers  with  special  qualities  in  the  eyes  of  the  towns  that  share  them.     Under  the  program 
has  statewide  and  local  components.  Statewide,  the  Department  is  responsible  for  ensuring  that  water 
use  does  not  leave  protected  rivers  with  less  than  the  essential  minimum  flow.  Locally,  the  statute 
authorizes  Local  Advisory  Committees  to  prepare  River  Corridor  Management  Plans  for  the  protection 
of  stream  and  riparian  (river  banks  and  near  by  uplands)  assets,  such  as  canoe  access,  wildlife  habitat, 
and  water  quality. 

The  LAC  has  heard  expert  presentations  on  water  quality,  wildlife,  endangered  species,  river  bank  buffer 
zones,  and  instream  flow.    Issues  thus  far  identified  as  priorities  for  the  LAC  plan  include  education, 
local  shoreland  protection,  canoe  access,  water  quality  monitoring  with  plan  to  act  on  pollution  when 
found,  historic  preservation,  and  protection  of  the  river  corridor  as  a  unified  greenway  through  the  region 
(does  not  mean  public  land). 

The  Committee  is  moving  to  complete  the  corridor  plan  by  October  1996.  Before  that  time,  Committee 
members  will  make  presentations  of  draft  plans  to  Planning  Boards  and  Boards  of  Selectmen.  The  Final 
Plan  will  be  available  for  public  review  with  public  hearings  held  throughout  the  corridor  before  the 
corridor  towns  are  asked  to  adopt  the  plan's  recommendations  as  an  element  of  their  local  Master  plans. 

An  additional  task  of  the  LAC  is  review  of  environmental  permit  applications  for  activities  proposed 
within  the  river  corridor  (1/4  mile  from  each  river  bank).  The  LAC  is  afforded  the  opportunity  to 
comment  on  applications  and  encouraged  to  address  known  environmental  violations  but  has  no 
authority  in  the  permitting  or  enforcement  processes. 

The  Committee  membership  affords  knowledge  in  biology,  hydrology,  local  land  use  and  town 
government,  economic  development,  education,  and  history  and  archeology.  All  towns  on  the  corridor 
are  represented:  Washington,  Lempster,  Marlow,  Sullivan,  Gilsum,  Surry,  Keene,  Swanzey,  Winchester, 
and  Hinsdale.     The  LAC  receives  professional  assistance  from  the  NH  Dept.  of  Environmental  Services 
Rivers  Program  and  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission. 

The  Ashuelot  LAC  hopes  to  become  a  regional  advocate  for  the  River  and  the  many  public  interests  in 
this  irreplaceable  asset.  The  LAC  invites  citizens  and  town  officials  to  contact  their  local  LAC  members, 
LAC  Chairman,  or  the  Planning  Commission  with  any  questions  or  comments  about  the  Ashuelot  River.
